FOUR ACQUITTED 


Three Women, Two of Them 
Alleged to Have Been Decoys 
for Highwaymen, Freed. 








ANARCHIST ‘KILLS SELF 


Tragedy and Dramatic Court 
Scenes Close Trial for Murder 
and Robbery. 








By Associated Press. 
PARIS. Feb. 27.—The trial of the 22 


alleged automobile bandits, who held 
Paris in terror for months, ended today, 


after 21 days. <A verdict of guilty was 
returned against 18 of the prisoners on 
counts including murder, arson and rob- 


bery. 
Four of the 22 bandits were sentenced 


to,.death by the guillotine. The _ con- 
demned men are Dieudonne, Gallemin, 
Soudy and Monier, against whom a 


number of murders were proved. 

The fourteen others convicted were 
sentenced to long terms of imprison- 
ment. 

Four of the accused, 
were 


including three 


women accomplices, found not 
guilty by the jury. 

Among the indictments were. no fewer 
than 22 for murders, the victims being 
motor drivers, bank messengers, freight 
agents and policemen. The gang held 
up a@ number of suburban banks, broke 
into the residences of prominent people, 
killed the chief of the Paris detectives, 
set fire to buildings and finally, when 
their two leaders, Bonnot and Garnier, 
were in danger of arrest, underwent two 
sieges in the environs of Paris. 

In the course of these sieges it was 
found necessary to call out hundreds of 
troops, whole squadrons of military, 
mounted police and practically the en- 
tire force of patrolmen, who bombarded 
the bandits for many hours and then 
found several of the seading spirits of 
the gang lying dead, riddled with bul- 
lets. 

Ends Life in cell. 

Even the conclusion of the trial was 
accompanied by tragedy, for Carony, 
the “anarchist bandit,’’ committed sui- 
cide fn his cell when he heard he waa 
condemned to imprisonment for life. 

He took some poison, which pre- 
sumabiy was passed to him as he left 
the court room to return to the Con- 
ciergerie.. 


{The trial was attended by all sorts of 


dramatic. incidents. The jurors were 
threatened time and again with assas- 
sination by friends of the accused. 
Many of the 504 witnesses also were 
menaced, 

The court itself was surrounded by a 
large force of Republican guards. 
Judges and jurymen were placed. un- 


der supervision and provided with 
strong escorts. 
400 Questions for Jury. 
The jury remained out 16 hours. The 


jurymen had to consider a series of 
nearly 400 questions which had been 
submitted to them, and when they re- 
turned into court their written verdict 
was so incoherent, contradictory and 
lengthy that it had to be explained to 
the presiding Judge by the foreman. 

The Presiding Judge turned to the ac- 
cused and asked them if they had any- 
thing to say before sentence was pro- 
rounced. Callemin, who had been found 
guilty of murder, shouted: 

“My comrade, Dieudonne, was not the 
assailant of the bank messenger Caby. It 
was I[.”’ 

This caused a tremendous sensation, 
in view of the fact that Caby had re- 
peatedly asserted that Dieudonne shot 
him. 

Marie Vuillemin and Barbe Leclerc, 
two of the women defendants who were 
shown to have acted at times as decoys, 
were acquitted. Their association with 
the bandits was established, and it was 
shown that they took part in the confer- 
ences of the gang. but none of the 
crimes charged in the indictment could 


be proven against them.

TRADITION, WILL BE

Congressmen Stirred Stirred by Story of 
President-Elect’s Plan to Be 
Near Congress. 





MANY SEEM TO FAVOR IT 





Magazine Interviewer Says Govy- 
ernor Told of Intention to 
Use His Ornate Room. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Lively dis- 
cussion was precipitated in congressional 
circles today by a published statement 


credited to President-elect Wilson that 
he intended to spend part of each work- 
ing day in the President's room at the 
Capitol to keep in closer touch with 
legislative offices. 

Such action on the part of the Presi- 
dent would overturn a precedent which 
has restricted the President’s visit to 
the Capitol to the last hours of a ses- 
sion of Congress. 5 

Democratic leaders today discussed the 
reported plan with reluctance, though 
many seemed to favor it. 

O’Gorman and Pomerene O K It. 

“If President Wilson wishes to come 
to the capitol and advise with Congress 
he will be welcome,” said Senator O’Gor- 
ran. 

‘The closer the President and Congress 
can get in the transaction of public busi- 
ness, the better it will be,” said Sen- 
ator Pomerene of Ohio. His expression 
was concurred in by Senator Johnson of 
Maine. 

The chief reason for the precedent 
keeping the President in the White 
House, a mile away from the capitol, 
is said to be a sentiment in the House 
and Senate toward what has been in- 
terpreted as “Presidential encroach- 
ment’? upon the freedom of the action 
of Congress. 

Some Democratic leaders of the Sen- 
ate said today they believed Mr, Wilson 
would find it impossible to leave his 
executive duties and visit the capitol 
from day to day, and that he would not 
find it so easy to confer over the prog- 
ress of legislation at the capitol as at 
the White: House. Some Democrats ex- 
pressed the opinion that such visits of 
a President might not be received with 
favor if he came to take a hand in shap- 
ing legislation. 

‘“‘Much will depend on what he comes 
for, said- Senator Tillman. “If he 
comes to advise with us we shall Le glad 
to have him; if he comes to dictate to 
us, as I do not believe he would, we 
should not want him here.

Most of House and 23 of 34 
Senators Will Vote for Mis- 
souri Resolution.

FERSON CITY, Feb. 27.—Twenty-three 
of the 34 members of the Senate and 
probably three-fourths of the House 
membership will vote for the joint reso- 
lution to submit to the people the ques- 
tion of extending the right of suffrage 
to women, according to a poll made by 

Post-Dispatch correspondents today. 

Suffragette leaders say they always 
have been sure of the House, but were 
inclined to believe the Senate was a lit- 
tle doubtful. The promptness with which 
the legislative committees dismissed the 
suffrage delegations who came here re- 
cently and agreed to report out the reso- 
lution favorably made some of the 
friends of the ‘‘votes for women” cause 
skeptical of the ultimate outcome of 
their fight. Careful inquiry, however, 
shows the resolution to submit the 
amendment to the voters at the general 
election in 1914 stands no chance of de- 
feat. 

Those Who Favor It. 

The following Senators favar the reso- 
lution: Bronson of Christian, Baldwin 
of Bates, Beaven of Callaway, Brunk 
and Kinney of St. Louis, Buford of 
Reynolds, Busy of Carroll, Cain of 
Stoddard, Cates of McDonald, Craig of 
Nodaway, Crossley of Johnson, Dun- 
woody of Jasper, Feaster of Camden, 
Ford of Grundy, Gardner of St. Louis 
County, Grother of Benton, Hawkins of 
Greene, Phillips of St. Louis, Welch of 
Howell, White of Linn, Whitledge of 
St. Genevieve and Wilson of Platte.

OPPOSED BY LACLEDE GAS 








Contended Competitor’s Exten- 
sions Are Barred, While Union 
Electric Has Ample Space. 

















Investigation by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters reveals a ‘‘gazipe’’ in the under- 
ground conduit bill pending in the City 
Council by which the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. would have a 
monopoly on the streets in the down- 
town conduit district, and rival com- 
panies would be barred from «niarg- 
ing their service to compete with Union 
Electric. 

It was found that the bill was intro- 
duced in the Coungil by Councilman L. 
E. Lehmberg at the request of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
and that the measure was drawn for 
the company by Ben Schnurmacher, its 
attorney. 

The bill containing the gazipe is pend- 
ing before the Public Improvement Com- 
mittee of the Council, of which Lehm- 
berg is chairman, and it was planned 
to report it favorably Friday and rec- 
ommend its passage as a substitute for 
a similar bill introduced by the Board 
of Public Improvements, which did nor 
contain the objectionable provision. A 
request made to Lehmberg for a public 
hearing before the bill be reported oui 
was refused. 

Hiere Is Provision Opposed. 
This is the section in the bill which 

ferms the gazipe: 

“Provided, however, that the 
Board (Board of Public Improve- 
ments) shall not consider the ap- 
plication of nor issue permits to 
any person, corporation, or asso- 
ciation for conduit or duct facili- 
ties in any street, alley or public 
place in or under which there 
shall be at the time a conduit or 
duct, or conduits or ducts already 
constructed, nor shall the Board 
consider any application for or 
issue any permits for conduit, 
duct or manhole facilities in any 
street, alley or public place which 
was considered at any hearing of 
‘the Board prior to the passage of 
this ordinance.” 

Hygo A. Wurdack, president of the 
Cupples Station Light and Power Co. 
mailed special delivery letters Thursday 
to the members of the City Council de- 
‘manding that a public hearing on the 

pill be held before it was placed on its 
sage. 

A conference of officials of the Laclede 

_ Gas Light Co. will be held Thursday 
and the cOmpany’s counsel will be asked 
for an opinion on the effect of this 
particular clause in the bill. Whatever 
means are considered necessary to pro- 
tect the interests of the company will 
be taken, following the conference, 
President C. L. Holman told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

District Formed 15 Years Ago.

Louis was established 15 years ago by 
’ the Keyes ordinance, passed by the As- 
“ pembly. The district includes the terri- 
tery bounded by the Mississippi River, 
Spruce street, Twenty-second street, and 
Wash street.

Louis about six weeks ago, her purpose 
being, she says, to induce him to go 
back to San Antonio and face whatever 
consequences awaited him. Mrs. Hutch- 
inson was found at the New Southern 
Hotel, Washington boulevard and Van- 
aeventer avenue, where she and her son 
have been staying.

Hay of Calaway County in. the course 
of a debate on the measures increasing 
the salaries of St. Louis sefgeants of 
police, patrolmen and turnkeys.

power to fix the salaries of members 
of the St. Louis Police Department. 
“The salaries of the police will not be 
interfered with,” replied Hay, “‘until the 
Municipal Assembly is in a position to 
act on that question. There may be a 
referendum vote on the home rule laws 
before they finally go into effect.” 


Would Suspend the Law. 

Under the initiative and referendum, 
the home rule bills or any other bills 
vassed by this Legislature can be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people at the 
next general election, in November, 1914, 
Pending the submission of the question 
the operation of the law as adopted by 
tre Legislature is suspended for two 
years, 

Opponents of Gov. Major’s public uti- 
lities bill,. which. has passed -both 
houses, are threatening to invoke the 
initiative to stay its operation and this 
is true also of the proposed ccunty 
unit local option law. 

The police lobby, aided by Joe Tall, 
former chief clerk of the House, se- 
cretly fought the home rule pills from 
their inception. The wgitation for in- 
voking the referendum comes frcm po- 
lice sources, aS no complaint of legis- 
lative action -on these ineasures has 
come from the interior cf the Staie. 

Neither Gov. Major nor other state 
officials believe there ia the slightest 
danger that the Republicans or Demo- 
crats will encourage a ‘ovement to 
refer the home rule laws to a popuiar 
vote after they had been _ sv:-ported 
with practical unanimity »y tne Legis- 
lature.

complete copy of the bill as passed by 
the Legislature must be printed on the 
separate ballot provided for the proposed 
constitutional amendments. The utilities 
bill contains 4,000 words and if set in 
solid agate type would lengthen the bal- 
lot to the extent of approximately 200 
feet. 

The home rule and county unit local 
option bills would add 2% feet more, to 
say nothing of the space necessary for 
the 12 or 15 @mendments usually sub- 
mitted to the voters.

W. B. Wilson of Pennsylvania 
Being Urged for the New 
Secretary of Labor.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The pleas 
of..Union labor for representation at 
the council table of the President of the 
United States may be recognized in the 
selection of Representative William 
B. Wilson of Pennsylvania to be secre- 
tary of the new Department of Labor. 
This information along with other re- 
liable advices came to the political lead- 
ers at the capital today, direct from 
Trenton. 

Representative Wilson has oeen en- 
dorsed by the American Federation of 
Labor, and was at one time secretary 
of the United Mine Workers of America. 

From the same sources it was learned 
that William O. Redfield of Brooklyn, 
might be a member of the Cabinet. Just 
what portfolio he is being considered for 
was not divulged but it is known that 
the President-elect holds the highest. re- 
gard to Redfield’s views on the tariff 
and has for some time hoped to have 
him as one of his close advisers. 

Concerning three portfolios—Agricul- 
ture, Interior, and War—little informa- 
tion is known and it is hinted that they 
will be filled. by men whose names have 
not’ been generally mentioned hereto- 
fore. 

Although William A, Glasgow, Phila- 
delphia lawyer, and Edgar Farrar of 
New Orleans, former president of the 
American Bar Association, are reported

“T shall send the names of the Cabi- 
ret members to the Senate on March 4 
and not before,” said ‘Mr. Wilson‘ 
at the end of his last active dav 
es Governor of New Jersey. ‘Tt have 
not authorized anyone to speax fur me 
and there is nothing to prevent me 
from making changes in the teniative 
siate I have prepared.’ 

The name of Louis D. Brandeis is still 
known to be uppermost in Wilson’s 
mind for the secretaryship of Commerce, 
as the post now held by Nagel probably 
will be called hereafter. It is said that 
Wilson from the first was anxious to 
place a Progressive Republican in his 
Cabinet and the selection of Brandeis is 
believed to be a result of that desire.

IMONEY TRUST NOT 


POSSIBLE, MORGAN 
FTTER DECLARES 


Banking House Tells Pujo Com- 
mittee Any Evils Are Due 
to Our Money System. 








By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb., 27.—A general 
denial of the existence, or possibility of 
a ‘‘Money Trust,’’ was presented to the 
House Money Trust Committee today in 
a long letter from J. P. Morgan & Co. 

On the receipt of the Morgan letter, 
Chairman Pujo gave out a letter writ- 
ten to Morgan & Co., saying that the 
invitation to Morgan & Co. had been 
extended Jan. 27 and that the commit- 
tee had been at work on its report for 
a month. 

, “Zour memorandum,” the reply con- 
cluded, ‘‘manifestly. comes too late: to 
be of value.”’ 

The Morgan ietter laid at the door of 
the present banking and currency laws 
the responsibility for any ‘‘concentra- 
tion” of money and credit that may ex- 
ist. 

In its conclusions as to the comniit- 
tee’s activities, the letter said: 

‘We venture to submit the considera- 
tion that in a strong public opinion, 
such as exists in this country, there 
lies the greatest safeguard of the com- 
munity—always assuming that Congress 
will evolve a basic system of banking 
which is scientifiec and sound—as at the 
present tinfe, ours admittedly is not. ‘The 
public, that i# the depositors, are the 
cnes who intrust bankers with such in- 
fluence and power as they today have 
in every civilized land and the public is 
unlikely to intrust that power to weak 
or evil hands. 

“Your counsel asked more than one 
witness whether the present power held 
by bankers in this country would not 
be a mena@ if it lay in evil hands. Such 
inquiry answers itself. All power, physi- 
cal, intellectual, financial, or political, is 
dangerous in evil hands. If Congress 
were to fall into evil hands the results 
might be deplorable. But to us it seems 
as little likely that the citizens of this 
country will fill Congress with rascals 
as it is that they will entrust the leader- 
ship of their business and financial af- 
fairs to a set of clever rogues.” 

The letter says that such concentration 
of money in New York as has occurred 
is due to the “antiquated banking sys- 
tem”’ and the natural law which “in 
every country creates some one city as 
the great financial center.” 

That part of the money trust resolu- 
tion declaring that it is ‘‘generally be- 
lieved”’ that groups of financiers ‘‘create, 
avert and compose panics’’ was attacked 
particularly by the letter. Morgan and 
Co. set forth that any withholding of 
money or credit by one man in any mar- 
ket would be “promptly relieved by the 
automatic flow of credit from some al- 
together foreign source.”’ 


Panic Not Artificial. 
‘‘We regret,’’ said the letter, ‘‘that 


a helief so incredible, so abhorrent and 
so harmful to the country should for a 
moment have fourd lodgment  any- 
where. And we welcome your invita- 
tion aS an opportunity for us to state 
that to the extent of our observations 
and experience, there is not even a ves- 
tige of truth in the idea that in whole 
or in part the financial convulsion of 
1907 was brought on through the design 
of any man or men.,”’ 

The letter further pointed out that the 
individuals ‘‘to whom is attributed the 
power to create panics,’’ were the ones 
to suffer most by the severe shrinkage 
in values of securities during the 1907 


anic. 
Ago support the contentian that a 


conkrol of money and credits existed, 
thé letter said, the committee has 
considered tables of “so-called inter- 
locking directorates fro which ex- 
ceedingly mistaken inferences have 
been publicly drawn.” The letter said 
these directors represent only one- 
quarter of the boards upon which 
they serve. 

“It is preposterous to suppose,” said 
the letter, “that every interlocking 
director has full control in every or- 
ganization with which he is~ con- 
“nected.” 

“Perhaps the greatest harm,” the 
letter continued, “in the presentation 
referred to lay in the further unwar- 
ranted inference, to which nas been 
given wide publicity, that the vast 
sum of $25,000,000,000 was in cash or 
liquid form, subject to the selfish 
us@ or abuse of individuals. Such an 
idea excites the public mind to de 
mand the correction of a fancied sit- 
uation, which in our mind does no* 
and cannot exist.” 

“Concentration Necessary.” 
The letter sets forth that the banking 
facilities of the country, instead of be- 
ing centralized in New York, have been 
scattered. Concentration of banking 
resources by mergers, the letter said, 
has been made absolutely necessary by 
the demand for banking facilities to 
handle large issues‘of securities.

The letter defends private banking 
houses as against corporate banks, de- 
claring that the individual responsibility 
ties for partners tn private banking con- 
cerns was more powerful than the dits- 
seminated responsibilities of  stock- 
holders in corporate banks.

No such permission had been 
issued to the young man, the Eagles 
assert. 

The death of young Eagle was a mys- 
tery. The theory of intentional death

VON HOFFMAN I 
FICHT TO MARKET 
CONSUMPTION CURE 


St. Louisan Says He Was in Mex- 
ico When Friedmann Demand 
for Contract Change Came. 


TRIES TO SEE SCIENTIST 





Discoverer of Serum Asserts 
That All Negotiations With 
the Claimant Are Off. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—How Albert von 
Hoffman, well-to-do St. Louis aeronaut 
and publisher, has lost, or is threatened 
with the loss of the opportunity of put- 
ting Dr. Frederick Franz Friedmann’s 
consumption ‘“‘cure’’ on the market, was 
related here today, following the dis- 
closures that he had been in negotia- 
tions with the German scientist, who 
has just arrived in this city. 

According to Von Hoffman, who has 
been unable to get in conference with 
Friedmann, the hitch comes through the 
fact that he was in Mexico with his 
family, his address unknown to his busi- 


ness associates, when a letter reached 


his St. Loujs office, demanding accep- 
tance of certain changes in the contract 
by Jan. 2%, on penalty of having the 
negotiations called off. Von Hoffman 
asserts he did not get the letter until 
many days after the time limit set, but 
he considers‘the agreement binding. 
How Contract Was Revealed. 

It was Dr. Albert E. Sterne of Indian- 
apolis who revealed the existence of the 
Von Hoffman contract with Dr. Fried- 
mann, which was conditioned on the 
proposition that the effectiveness of the 
“oure’’ be demonstrated beyond reason- 
able doubt. 

Dr. Sterne happened to be one of 8 
party in the smoking car on a Pu'lman 
train bound to New York three days 
ago. Dr. Friedmann and his remedy 
‘yume up for discussion and Dr. Sterne, 
as a physician, was:appealed to for his 
opinion.’ He oxpressed thé opinion that 
the effectiveness of the cure nad not 
yet been definitely established. This 
aroused Von Hoffman, a member of 
the party, and in the ensuing discus - 
sion he told Dr. Sterne of the con- 
tract. The following morning he again 
brought up the subject and showed 
the contract to Dr. Sterne. 

Von Hoffman said he had been in 
Germany last year on business :m con- 
nection with aviation, when he learned 
that a cousin of his wife, who lived 
in Germany, was raising animals for 
Ir. Friedmann’s experimentatiou. That 
started the trail. He followed it to the 
doctor himself, found that a tubercu- 
logis ‘“‘cure’” was in process of devel- 
opment and immediately broacned a 
scheme for putting it on the American 
rarket if it proved to be of value. 
The German financiers were rot to 
be considered in the same breatn witn 
generous, ample American capital, he 
said. and so Dr. Friedmann was in- 
clined to cast his lot with American 


business. 
According to Von Hoffman’s account 


lte Dr. Sterne, these preliminaries led 


to a satisfactory contract which would 
mean a big profit if the cure was 
meritorious. 

Friedmann Gives Explanation, 
The story was taken to Dr: Fried- 
mann,’ and he, through the interpreta- 


; tion of Mr. Hundt, his secretary, gave a 


ready explanation. He said he had 
known Von Hoffman, and that he had 
There 


had been a tentative contract, Hundt 


said, but this had been broken off. The 


doctor exhibited a letter by himself to 
Von Hoffman, bearing date of Jan. ll, 
1913, written in German, and setting 


iiforth, as he explained it, his financial 


conditions and terms in the negotiations. 
What these conditions were he did not 
say, but in the letter he warned the 
American that they must be accepted 
unconditionally by wire by Jan. 2, and 
later by letter together with a sworn

The time limits were reached and 
passed, he said, and Von Hoffman had 
not accepted the terms or answered. 
That ended the St. Louis man as far as 
Dr. Friedmann was concerned. 

“Von Hoffman is in New York,’’ he 
paid, “and has written, chile and tele- 
phoned twice, but I have refused to 
answer and have refused to see him. 
There is no contract between us. We 
have no further relations.

Von Hoffman Gives Version. 

According to Von Hoffman he sent 
up his card to the Friedman apartment 
in the Waldorf and received in return 
the direction that the he state his -busi- 
ness.

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STOVEPIPE STARTS 


$60,000 BLAZE IN | ARMY DARKENS THE 


PAPER CO. PLANT 


Fire in Crescent Concern Routs 
Girls From Nearby Second 
Street Building. 





A stovepipe passing through the second 
fioor of the Crescent Paper Co.'s four- 
story building at 215 North Second street, 
became overheated at 7:30 a. m. Thurs- 
uay, causing a fire which destroyed the 
stock, valued by the company at $50,000, 
and damaged the building to the extent 
of at least $10,000, according to the fire- 
r.en’s estimate. The fire originated 
where the stovepipe passed through the 
floor. 

Lieut. John Moynihan and Pipeman 
Ernest Kosenjan of Engine Company 
No. 15, were overcome when working in 
the dense smoke on the third floor. 
They were dragged out by other fire- 
men and taken to the Woodward & Tier- 
nan Printing Co.'s warehouse at 211 N. 
Second street. » There they lay uncon- 
ecious about 10 minutes. Both returned 
to wark. 

So thick and pungent was the smoke 
arising from the burning paper on the 
three upper floors that the fire- 
nen had great difficulty in  find- 
ing out where the blaze was and reach- 
ing it with water. Once when they 
thought they had the fire under control 
it suddenly blazed up again more flierce- 
ly than before. 

Government officials in the .14 Post- 
office building at Third and Olive 
streets then vacated their offices and

First Arrivals Kindle Stove. 

The first three employes to arrive at 

the building Thursday were D. L. Dan- 
iels, shipping clerk, and A. L. Meyr and 
Arthur Scholde, order clerks. They 
started a fire in the big coal stove and 
went about their duties.” 
Ten minutes later, Scholde happened 
to look up and saw a tiny blaze play- 
ing around the stovepipe at the ceil- 
ing. He ran to a fire alarm box while 
Meyer and Daniels rushed upstairs, only 
to find that the blaze was spreading 
rapidly over the stock on that floor.

The Executive Committee has 
been increased by the arrival and dis- 
appearance of Mrs. Olive Schultz, the 
official scout for the “hikers,’’ who 
dashed into the city in a high-powered 
automobile, reported “all well,’’ and 
promptly dashed out again. 

The ‘“‘hikers’’ are expected to reach 
Hyatsville, Md., tonight, and, according 
to Mrs. Schultz, they are to be “roy- 
ally entertained’’ in that town. Mrs. 
Schultz added, however, that the march- 
ing suffragists would not devote the 
evening to social diversion, but would 
retire early in order to appear tomor- 
row fresh and ready for the speaking 
program that has been mapped out. 

Army of Negressesz Routed. 

Five negresses of liberal physica! pro- 
portions and ranging in color from jet 
to gingerbread came nearer routing the 
suffrage army near Elkridge, Md., than 
all of the rats and mice that have been 
conjured up to torture the suffragists 
with. 

Each one of the five carried a huge 
banner. In capitals were inscribed these 
words: “Votes for Colored Women.”’ 
Simply that and nothing more. 


SUFFRAGETTES IN 
COURT FOR FELONY 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—Militant  suffra- 
gists connected with the burning of 
buildings in public parks are Hable to 
‘penal servitude for life.’’ This was 
the announcement today of Travers 
Humphreys, public presecutor in ask- 
ing the Magistrate at the Kaw Police 
Court to commit for trial Miss Liltian 
Lenton and Miss Joyce Locke. The two 
were arrested February 20 for setting 
fire to a pavilion in the Kew Botanical 
Gardens. 

‘“T make my charge,” faid Hum- 
phreys, “under the Malici-s Damage 
Act, which makes it a felony punnsh- 
able by penal servitude for life for 
any person to fire a building belonging 
to the King or devoted to public use.” 

At the hearing today only Miss Locks 
appeared, Miss Lenton having been re- 
leased owing to ill health after carrying 
out a hunger strike. Humphreys said 
the prison authorities had reported that 
she would have died unless released. 

The magistrate protested that the pro- 
ceedure was an extraordinary o1e. 
Prisoners, he continued, sometimes are 
released from prison but not from cus- 
tody. He immediately issued a warrant 
for her re-arrest. 

Miss Locke, who also started a hunger 
strike while detained, was forcibly fed. 
She pleaded today that she was too ill 
to conduct her defense, but the case 
proceeded and she was committed for 
trial at the Assizes. Bail was fixed at 
$500 on the promise of the accused that 
she would refrain from any agitation 
pending her appearance before the jury.

“Is it true, Miss Harraden,” I asked,

draw apart from men, or that they 
should do so! I have never talked nor 
written any such unnatural segregation 
of human interests. One of the reasons 
why I am such a firm believer in the 
woman movement is that I am con- 
vinced its success will result in a closer 
and more loyal union ofthe sexes. The 
perfect friendship of equals is bound to 
be a finer relation than the one-sided 
pond between master and slave. 
LIKE men,” the novelist added, 
with ingenious candor. “I’ve al- 
ways liked them, and I fully appreciate 
their excellent qualities. I’ve had some 
splendid comradeships, and even if I am 
a militant suffragette, I’ve never ap- 
proved of wholesale condemnation of 
half the human race.”’ ee 

Incidentally, Miss Harraden looks the 
part of a “shrieking sister’’ about as 
much as—yes, just about as much as 
Mrs. Pankhurst, who is another slender, 
fragile, low-voiced woman. However, she 
is taller than Miss Harraden, whose 
hammer, I am positive, must be made 
to order. 

“The party to. which you have allied 
yourself is continually attacking men,” 
I reminded, her. 

“Oh, -but women must be free!’’ she 
cried, the slight, tense figure leaning far 
forward in its earnestness. “I believe 
so much in women. Don’t you? Aren't 
you a living example of what a woman 
can accomplish, even when conditions 
are not equal? And when they are, who 
can set limits on our achievement? 

“There are two big gains involved in 
the successful outcome of the woman 
movement. One will appear in many 
different forms, but its general descrip- 
tion is simply the improvement of so- 
cial conditions. When we have the 
power we shall not permit the labor of 
little children. We shall not allow our 
sisters to work overlong hours for a 
pittance. We shall find some way of 
rescuing those other sisters whose lot is 
even sadder, the women of the streets. 
Already we are learning not to draw our 
skirts aside from them, and they are 
becoming more willing to be helped by 
us since they do not scent the patron- 
age beneath the pity. 

E shall look after the helpless 

and oppressed, the children, the 

aged, the poor and the sick. We shall 

champion the causes which the men 

overlook. They have always punished 

the sinners. It will be our part to aid 
the suffering. 

‘But there is another development of 

the woman movement, and it is vital. 
I refer to the education of the individual 
women. An original feminine Viewpoint 
exists at last, one not superimposed by 
man or male tradition. If the new 
woman had made no other contribution 
to the world, this would have justified 
her existence.’’ 
“And . what 
asked. 
“It is characterized by an immense 
loyalty based on immense pride. We 
are so proud of womanhood that we 
must be loyal to all other women. We 
have flung away surface distinctions of 
property or position or occupation. 
Rich or poor, married or unmarried, 
fishwives or actresses, we're all women.
